A few days since the cotton men of St. Louis 
waited on the officials of the Missouri Pacific Road 
to arrange with them as to rates for the season 
which is just opening. The cotton season is sup- 
posed to begin September 1. and it has been the 
custom of the Cotton Exchange in August every 
year to send a delegation to consult with the Mis- 
souri Pacific and Texas and St. Louis officials and 
arrange with them for a tariff for the season. The 
rates to St. Louis are supposed to be firmly main- 
tained, and through rates are rates from Arkansas 
and Texas points to St. Louis, plus the rate from 
St. Louis to New Orleans. Thisis the theory on 
which cotton rates are arranged. That the practice 
is not a strict application of the theoretical princi- 
ples, however, has been oaly too well-known to St. 
Louis cotton merchants. The cotton bus 
| ness of the country is enormous, 

and St. Louis once did a large 
proportion of that business. St. Louis cotton men 
have held in their warehouses more than $1,000,000 
worth of cotton atone time. Now, not only is St. 
Louis cotton trade falling off, but St. Louis cotton 
brokers and cotton merchants are moving to other 
places where they will have more of a show, and 
the St. Louis Cotton Exchange is a deserted place. 
All this is the result of the policy of the Missouri 
Pacificand Texas and St. Louis roads, which are 
making rates to Eastern markets througb and 
around St. Louis which are choking her trade off. 
St. Louis handled last season (1883-84) 216.58 baies 
of cotton, while 80,599 bales passed through the city 
en route to the East. This season (1884-85) 203,518 
bales have been bandied here and 87,364 bales have 
passed through the city. But what passes through 
this city on its way East is not all that should come 
here and escapes. A large amount of cotton 
goes via the Missouri, Kansas and 
Texas division of the Missouri Pacific 
to Hannibal over the Missouri, Kansas and Texas, 
and thence East, and large quantities go Kast via 
Cairo and Memphis. A gentieman who is an au- 
thority on all matters pertaining to cotton stated 
a few days since that during the past year 100,000 
bales of cotton had gone East via the Missouri, 
Kansas and Texas. The amount handied in Mem- 
phis the past year, or since September 1, was 449,- 
818 bales, or nearly 250,000 more than St. Louis 
handled in the same time. St. Louis should have 
the same show oncotton business that Memphis 
has. Memphis rates Eastbound are based on St. 
Louis rates, or at least the Memphis tariff is based 
on the tariff prevailing here. Memphis has a rapu- 
tation, however, for cutting rates East. Neverthe- 
less, it is a fact that wherever St. Louis and Mem- 
phis come into active competition for consignments 
of cotton Memphis gets the cotton. The cotton 
crop of Texas and Arkansas in 1883-84 was 1,700,000. 
bales. Of this Memphis handled 430,000 bales, or 
nearly the whole crop of Arkansas, while St. Louis 
handled 216,000 bales. 

The cotton merchants here give Mr. Hoxie of the 
Missouri Pacific some credit for an offer he made 
last year. “We bad a conference with him," said a 
cotton merchant, “and he told us he would make 
a fair tariff and agree to stick to it and make no re- 
ductions on shipments to the East if Mr. Woodward 
of the ‘Texas and St. Louis would do the same. He 
could not afford, he said, to have the Texas and St. 
Louis taking cotton right away from his own line of 
road. We could go to Mr. Woodward, he said, and 
make an agreement with him, if we wished, in the 
name of the Missouri Pacific. When we saw Mr. 
Woodward he said he did not believe the Missouri 
Pacific would stand by the agreement and he would 
not enter into it.” 

This same gentleman had also a complaint to 
make against the Guif Road. Hehad advanced 
about $10,000 toa cotton planter on that line of 
road, but when he came to make arrangements to 
have the cotton shipped to him he found that the 
best rates the Gulf Road would make him were al- 
most entirely prohibitory and he was finally obliged 
to send the cotton to Memphis and have it handled 
there This gentleman bad the same experience 
with Mr. Nettieton as did a wholesale grocer here- 
tofore mentioned. Mr. Nettleton stated to him that 
his road was a Kansas City and a Memphis Road 
and he would not make rates for St. Louis mer- 


Mass., is distant from Birmingham over 1.825 miles, 
and freight destined for Birmingham and shipped 
from Worcester has to pass over half a dozen 
lines of road. Yet a St. Louis house shipping first 
class goods to Birmingham from Worcester, 
Mass., pays S88 CENTS A HUNDRED, WHILE THE BEST 
RATE THEY Can GeT FROM ST.

least from shipping the goods from St. Louis. The 
consequence is that their trade is jeopardized since

endeavored to get a rate which would allow him to 
sell the goods, but utterly failed. The best rate the 
road would make him on hay was % cents per 
hundred, while the rate to Jacksonville, the freight 
passing through the Kentucky point he desired to 
reach, was 32 cents. The result of this exor- 
bitant charge was that the gentleman lost the order, 
being unwilling to ship the goods at a loss. 

Another St. Louis shipper has had an experience 
with the Louisville and Nashville Road which is any- 
thing but pleasant. Having a trade with Molino, Fla., 
twenty-four miles this side of Pensacola, he has 
beem in the habit of billing the goods through to 

8 leaving the man at Molino to haul them 
back in wagons over that twenty-four miles of road. 
Not long since the shipping clerk made a mistake 
in billing the goods, and they were sent direct to 
Molino. The result was that the man at the other 
end of the line paid @1 27 PER HUNDRED, wars

‘AN ELECTRIC MOTOR RAILWAY. 


Construction of the Plant for the New 


a Railway in Fhiladeiphia. 
BU Telegraph to the Pest-Dispatch * 
PHiILapgenpars, Pa., August 26. — The plant for the 
new electric moter railway which is to be put down 
on Ridge avenue from the Station to Laurel Hill, a 
distance of three-quarters of a mile, is being con- 
structed asrapidiy as possible, and the cars will be 
in motion by October1. This system of transpor- 
tation for street railways has been put toa practi- 
cal test and proved successful Each car is pro- 
vided with a motor, which is placed between the 
wheels, and in no way interferes with the carrying 
capacity. The power is supplied by this motor 
and powerful dynamos. The latter senda current 
of electricity along the track by means of copper 
conductors which are inclosed ina small conduit 
placed inthe center of the railway. Each con- 


ductor is fastened toa curved iron plate whose 
exposed surface is about two inches in width. Be- 
tween these plates isthe slot in which the grip 
works. It is impossible to get to the conductors 
without tearing up the plates, and there is no dan- 
ger of man or horse being shocked by contact with 
them. The cost per mile of this railway, not in- 
cluding rails and cars, is about $15,000, and the cost 
of is only nominal. 

BY AN INGENIOUS ARRANGEMENT 7 
the cars will be lighted the 
power that gives them The 
‘conductor, which runs through the conduit, is 
2 copper and iron, and the contact pieces or the 

traveling frame rub against the iron, so that there 
is very little wear. This traveling frame is pulled 
by the car, and at distances of eighteen feet apart 
in the conduit are surface traps which can be lifted 
up to allow of the removal of the traveling frames 
in case one gets out of order. They are provided 
with stiff brushes, which continually sweep the 
conduit, removing all foreign accumulation, and 
are connected with the motor inside the car by 
small wires completing the circuit. The conductors 
and plates are in sections and the frames are fast- 
ened to the latter. The plates are «crewed down 
to the wooden frame-work of the conduit and a 
section can be removed and repaired without tear- 
ing up the streets or interfering with the running of 
the cars. The car is started and stopped by means 
ofasmall lever, and its speed cau be celicately 
regulated. It will go backward or forward, and 
will stop and start ona curve. No brakes are re- 
quired, and the car can be stopped instantly with- 
out any jar.

RMALLY ENGAGED TO MISS BROWN 
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A DEHOVS END. 


The Execution of Henry Burnett, 
Colored, at Lonoke, Ark. 
— — 


A Mere Youth's Ungovernable Tem- 
per Leads to a Terrible Tragedy— 
Burnett's Last Hours—Corporal Ross 
Hollis of the United States Army 
Lynched at Sturgis, Dak., for the 
Murder of Dr. Lynch. 


By Telegranh to the Post-Dispatch. 

Lirtue Rock, AkK., August 27.—Henry Burnett, 
colored, was banged at Lonoke, Ark., to-day, for 
the murder of Nelson Anderson, also colored, in 
February, 1888. 

CAUSE OF THE CRIME. 

Henry Burnett, who was hanged to-day, was only 
18 years old. He had average intelligence. In 
appearance he was prepossessing, His temper was 
fierce and ungovernable. He had been living in 
Lonoke County sometime previous tothe tragedy 
and had borne a good character, being well liked by 
nearly every one with whom he was thrown in con- 
tact. Oneday last February, in company with 
Nelson Anderson and another man, he visited the 
little village of Carlisle. The party drove from 
their home in the country with a wagon and 
pair of horses. In the evening Anderson 
drove homeward, leaving Burnett to get home as 
best he could. This act incensed Burnett and he 
set out for his residence swelling with rage and 
muttering threats of vengeance. Some hours later 
he met Anderson at the house of aman named 
McNeil. 

THE TRAGEDY IN THE FARM-HOUSE. 

A quarrel ensued which ended in Burnett rushing 
out of the house. He returned a moment later 
carrying in his band an ax, with which he struck 
Anderson upon the head, splitting the skull. An- 
derson fell on the floor, dying shortly. In 
the confusion which followed the murder 
Burnett escaped. All efforts to hunt him down 
proved futile, and it was the general belief that he 
would never be again heard of, when he unexpect- 
edly returned and surrendered himséif to the 
authorities. He was tried, convicted and sentenced 
in rapid succession, and to-day witnessed the last 
scene in the tragic drama of his life. 

SATAN-INSPIRED BLOODSHED. 

The Post-DispatcH representative had a talk 
with Burnett wuile in the State Pr.son at Little 
Rock. and shortiy before the execution. At 
first he pretended to be deaf, but 
after a little while talked volubly. He was greatly 
excited, and, when speaking of his approaching 
death, trembled visibiy, His efforts to appear ca im 
aud self-possessed were pitiable in the extreme. 
His restless glance, quivering lips and trembling 
liiobs expressed the most abject terror. 

“I never meant to kill Anderson,” he said. and I 
am sure the devil made me doit. Iwas dreadful 
mad at him for runningjoff with the team and leav- 
ing me in town that day; and as I went toward home 
the devil kept telling me I ought to kill Anderson 
for the way he had treated me. By the time I 
reached McNeil’s house

A Murderer Lynched. 

Dgapwoop, Dak., August 27.—Dr. H. F. Lynch, of 
Sturgis, was shot dead Monday night in his office 
by Corporal Ross Hallis, of Company A, Twenty- 
fifch United States Infantry, stationed at Ft., Meade 
and the latter was lynched Tuesday night by a 
mob, Some time ago Hallis beat a colored woman 
and broke three of her ribs. Dr. Lynch was called 
to attend her and was also summoned asa witness 
before the Grand Jury.

A SELF-PUSSESSED MUKDERER. 


He Telephones to the Police After Killing 
His Man. 

Lawrence, Mass, August 27.—Albert D. Swan, 
one of the most prominent and wealthiest citizeus 
here, was shot in the back of the head and killed 
by Henry RB. Goodwin at 10:30 this morning. 
Goodwin gave himself up. Goodwin entered the 
office of the Sprague Manufacturing Company, of 
which Mr. Swan was treasurer, about 10 o'clock, 
President Coburn and the latter being in the 
office at the time.

THE KEYSTONE CONTEST. 

The Pennsylvania Democrats yesterday took 
the corporation bull by the horns, indorsed 
Governor Patrison’s fight against the illegal 
consolidation of competing railroads and put 
the party on a platform demanding a faithful 
and efficient enforcement of all the provisions 
of the State Constitution relating to the regu- 
lation of common carriers, which provisions 
have heretofore been ignored by the Legis- 
lature. 

This action of the Democratic Convention, 
following the defeat of a similar resolution in 
the Republican Convention, makes a party 
question of the enforcement of the supreme law 
of the State, and the result of a contest over 
such an issue can hardly fail to affect public 
affairs in many other States, 

For twelve years we have seen the 
will of the sovereign people as expressed 
in their State Constitution set at naught by 
their own elected servants in the great com- 
monwealth of Pennsylvania. The chief re- 
sponsibility for this spectacle devolves of 
course on the party that has ruled the State all 
those years. But the Republican politicians 
could not have succeeded by the shrewdest 
management in thwarting the will of the peo- 
ple and making a dead letter of their Constitu- 
tion, if they had not had the co-operation of 
enough Democrats equally subject to corpora 
tion control. Now this co-operation has been 
rendered impotent by yesterday’s Demo- 
cratic Convention, and the ensuing election of 
members of the Legislature is almost sure to 
turn on the question whether a corporation 
oligarchy shall be permitted any longer to rule 
the State in defiance of its organic law. 

Even if the Democrats are defeated and the 
Republicans carry the State, the result may 
still be a positive victory for the Constitution, 
as no more monoply Democrats will be elected 
and the Republicans will only hold the State 
by putting their anti-monoply men forward. 
With the Democrats solid for the Constitution 
there will be enough anti-monoply Republicans 
in the Legislature to insure the enactment of 
proper laws for the enforcement of the Con- 
stitution. | 

St. Louis and Missouri are suffering to-day 
from the same wrongs that have so aroused the 
press and people of Philadelphia and Pennsyl- 
vania. We are drifting into a political 
situation exactly similar, only the attitude of 
parties will be reversed here, if the Missouri 
Democrats continue to imitate the Pennsyl- 
vania Republicans in their disregard of the 
mandates of the Constitution. 


Tu loss of the smallest fragment more from 
the remnaut of her formerly vast colonial pos- 
sessions wounds Spain to the quick.

But Bismarck is not going to give 
France any such opportunity as would be af- 
forded by a German invasion of Spain to real- 
ize her dream of revenge. Germany is great 
and glorious enough to concede all that Spain 
claims in the Caroline Islands without losing 
prestige, and some way, by arbitration or other- 
wise, will be found to settle the question with- 
outa fight. The only thing to flatter French 
hopes in the premises is the possibility of a 
casus belli growing out of the precipitancy of 
a hot-headed Spanish Admiral in the vicinity 
of the islands.

Ir the Alabama Claims Commission was not 
instituted to rob the Treasury, there is no 
telling what it was instituted for. The ships 
and cargoes destroyed by the Alabama were 
paid for by underwriters, and the underwriters 
lost nothing, because their risks were more 
than covered by increased war premiums. The 
loss incurred was divided among the multitude 
who had to pay directly or indirectly the in- 
creased cost of insurance. The damages 
awarded to our Government were paid by 
England as compensation to the country at 
large, and were awarded with the understand- 
ing that the losses could not be traced to in- 
dividual sufferers so as to render practicable a 
just division of the compensation among them. 
The nearest approach to a just division can be 
reached only by devoting the award to Govern- 
ment expenditures for the benefit of the people 
at large, and the Court of Alabama Claims was 
only an institution organized to encourage 
jobbing raids upon a fund upon which there 
are very few, if any, just private claims.

InpEPENDENCE, Mo., August 26.—When a des 
perado washes the gore from his hands, lays his 
revolvers away in the tool chest under his bed and 
retires permanently from the excitement and worry 
of bis business, he quickly drops out of the public 
mind and rapidly gets down to the level of his com- 
monplace neighbors. His name may live for 
awhile in story and in song, but the man himself fades 
into insignificance, and six months after his retire- 
ment the inquiry, if any is made concerning him, 
is: What has beceme of him? After the death of 
Jesse James nothing was needed but the surrender 
of Frank to dispose forever of the charm which the 
name of the outlaws had forthe people. Frank 
surrendered October 5, 1882, spent ten months be- 
hind the bars, faced justice on two occasions and 
is now living quietly at his father-in-law's farm, 
about two and a half miles, in a northerly direction, 
from this town. He isin town almost every day, 
coming in in a buggy which with the horse that 
drags it was presented tothe ex-outlaw by some 
admirer in this neighborhood. He passes through 
the streets without attracting any particular 

. Friends, and he has hosts of them, give 
him a cordial recognition as he passes, and 
warm handsclasp his as he moves around the 
Court House Square: but there is nothing of hero- 
worship of hail-to-the-chief business in the manner 
of these men. They accept Frank James as a cit- 
izen and neighbor whois worthy of their respect 
and friendship, and if you ask one of them a ques- 
tion about him, it will not arouse any enthusiasm or 
cut loose any pent-up Utica of nonsense; it will only 
bring out the fact that there is a universal feeling 
among the people ef Jackson County that Frank 
James is a good citizen and toa large extent has 
been a baily persecuted man. At the Merchants’ 
Hotel where I ate breakfast I asked a colored waiter 
what the people thought about the retired desper- 
ado. 

“Dey tink he’s a berrye nice gemmen,” said the 
darkey, Eb'rybody ‘roun’ byear honahs an’ 'spec’s 
him, ao’ nobody dass say nuffin ‘gin him. W'y de 
day wien he was put ia jail hyeah a man in dat 
hotel up street sed be ought to be taken out an’ 
strung up, but his mouf Was mighty quick shet up 
by anodder man who sed he'd blow de top er his 
head off ef he made anudder mark o' dat kin’.

This darkey seemed very proud of the distinction 
he had earned by carrying the prisoner his meals to 
the little toy jail around the corner. At the livery 
stable where I gota buggy and horse to visit the 
Ralston farm, the proprietor of the stable spoke in 
a vein of admiration when he said that Frank James 
came to his stable nearly every day. 

„A nicer gentieman doesn’t live in this part of 
the country,” said the stable keeper. 

“Eb’rybody tinks well on him.,“ said the darkey 
who drove me over to the farm. He's a nice quiet 
gemman, an’ de ain't goin' to do nobody no harm 
long's dey let him alone.” 

“Frank is all right.“ said a photographer in one of 
the principal streets, “I know him and know his

Why shouldn't he be? These are the people whe 
fed and clothed and cared for him for over twenty 
years; who harbored him when th e chase was get- 
ting a leetle too hot, and who saddied and bridled a 
horse for him and hitched it where he could reach 
ig handy, never caring wh ether be brought it back 
or not; though sometimes he did bring it back; bus 
I'm afraid that they never saw it again.

Henry V. Lucas Tells What He Knows in

It was about 344 feet nigu and 2 feet wide, and phe 
plate of metal protecting the lock was only about 
baif an inch thick. Through this ran a weil-drilled 
hole, square into the lock. A good dig charge 
of powver had then been racked in, as the inner 
door wita the lock had beeu biowa so completeiy 
out of ite place that it had been taken out ke the 
tray of a trunk and laid aside. the contenis 
of the pigeon-holes had then been hastily gone 
over, asthe litter of papers on the floor gave evi- 
dence.

New Yorx, August 27.—Mr. A. M. Kelley, the 
gentleman whom both Italy and Austria refused to 
receive as Minister of the United States, and whose 
case is causing the State Department some worry 
and annoyance, arrived with his family from 
Europe by the Red Star steamer Rhineland yester- 
day, and is stopping at No. 283 Fourth avenue, 
where he was met by your correspondent, Mr.

CAMP DICKEY. 


The Second Brigade Has a Mock Night 
Attack— Excellent Work. 
By Telegraph to the Post-Diswaten. 

Caur Dickey, via SPRINGFIELD, III., August 27.— 
At 12:15 o’clock a. m. to-day, while Camp Dickey 
was locked in slumber, the soldiers and officers 
were rudely awakened by the thunder of cannon 
and the discharge of musketry, and it took just 
forty-two minutes for the entire brigade to fall into 
line of battle, the Fifth Regiment getting in posi- 
tion in eight minutés after the first gun was fired. 
The affair was planned by Brig.-Gen. Reece and was 
kept a secret from the regimental officers, so that 
the surprise was complete. The attacking party con- 
sisted of the battery and two of the guard reliefs. 
who were deployed along the west boundary of the 
camp in front of the company tents. Two videttes 
gave the alarm by discharging their guns at 12:18. 
Immediately the long roll was sounded from the 
guard tents, arousing the camp, and the deployed 
line of skirmishers with blank cartridges opened 
fire simultaneously with the cannonading of the 
battery, which aroused the sleepers in the city 
three miles away. The affair was a brilliant suc- 
cess, since the boys were given anideaof a night 
surprise upon the camp and many of them 
were very badly frightened. To add to 
the fright word was passed down the line that the 
Wabash strikers had captured the battery and was 
attacking the camp. The discipline mamtained in 
camp is far more stringent than in any former 
years, and the regular army officers in attendance 
express surprise and satisfaction at the proficiency 
of the several regiments, and the discipline mani- 
fested. A detail fromthe Seventh Regiment was 
sent to Peoria to-day to arrest and bring in seven 
members of the Peoria Company who have refused 
to come intocamp.

The Explosion Was Due to Weak Sup- 
ports—Story of a Replevined House

Errors Into Which Some of the Crit- 
ics Have Fallen— Ellen Terry's 
“Genius of Insanity”"—An Amusing 
Grant Anecdote. 


By Telegraph to the Post-Dispatch. 

New Tonk. August 27.—Stuart Robson, the 
comedian, isan accomplishéd talker, and he sea- 
sons his talk with so much interesting reminiscence 
and can, on occasions, discuss matters literary as 
well as dramatic with so much good sense and 
cleverness that he is one of the pleasantest com- 
panions the American stage affords. Sitting in his 
prettily furnished parlor at the St. James Hotel the 
other day. his clean-shaven, mobile face expressing 
the continual change of thought and idea, Mr. 
Robson entertained a visitor for several hours, not 
one minute of which seemed dull or tiresome.
